“CURLING 

BRIEFS” 


Curling is one of the most characteristic of 
Scottish sports. It has been played in one 
form or another in that country for over five 
centuries. 

The first game was a type of quoiting on ice. 
A stone rounded by the action of some river 
was used . . . hence the name Channelling. 
These stones weighed a few pounds and had 
niches in each side to accommodate the thumb 
and finger. The player, making allowances for 
the surface of the ice, quoited his large pebble 
toward the tee or mark. This was known as 
Kuting Stone or Pilty-cock period of curling.

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OUR DIAMOND JUBILEE 1948 

BY S. C. TREWHITT 

T HE year 1948 marked another milestone in the history of the Manitoba Curling 
Association, it being our Diamond Jubilee year, and it would seem only reasonable 
that a brief resume of our curling activities in 1948 should be recorded among the 
pages of our annual. 

In the spring of the year 1947, shortly after the election of officers, plans were formu¬ 
lated to celebrate our Diamond Jubilee in a proper and appropriate manner. 

We opened our season with a goodwill trip on the 10th of January, 1948, when 150 
curlers from the city of Winnipeg clubs journeyed down to the railway station with 
brooms, sweaters, etc., accompanied by a piper, and boarded a special train, and the 
following member clubs were visited: Macdonald, Westbourne, Gladstone, Neepawa, 
Eden, Franklin, Minnedosa, Rapid City, Bowsman, Newdale, Strathclair, Solsgirth, 
Birtle, Foxwarren, Binscarth, Russell and Inglis. 

A second goodwill trip took place on January 24th, 1948, and the following clubs were 
visited: Bagot, MacGregor, Austin, Sidney, Carberry, Summerville, Shilo, Brandon, 
Alexander, Griswold, Oak Lake, Hargrave and Elkhorn. 

On Thursday evening, the 5th day of February, 1948, entries closed for the annual 
bonspiel and, as was expected, the entry was not only a record high for Manitoba but 
also a world record bonspiel entry. The entry consisted of 182 rinks from Greater 
Winnipeg clubs and 272 rinks from outside points for a total of 454 rinks, as against an 
entry of 62 rinks some sixty years ago in 1888. Each contestant received a maroon and 
gold sweater crest and souvenir button. When play started on Tuesday, February 10th, 
we had eighty-nine sheets of ice available. During the first four days of the bonspiel 
there were six draws a day—8.30 a.m., 11.00 a.m., 1.30 p.m., 4.00 p.m., 6.30 p.m. and 
9.00 p.m.—all games the first week being limited to ten ends. We were indeed fortunate 
in having a most efficient ice room staff, who could not have been improved upon, and 
with the weather man giving us every consideration, the bonspiel was run off as planned 
by our very capable ice chairman and the various members of his committee. It is no 
mean achievement to run off a bonspiel of such magnitude without any trouble or delay, 
and its speaks well for our organization. The finals in the ten open competitions were 
played at the Amphitheatre Rink, as were the finals of the district events and the 
British Consols competition. The bonspiel wound up on Thursday, 19th of February. 
The Sangster rink were the winners of the British Consols competition and journeyed to 
Calgary the first week in March to compete in the Dominion curling championships. 
After winning the first six games they dropped two games, finishing as runners up. On 
Monday evening, prior to the opening of the bonspiel, a reception was held at the Civic 
Auditorium for the contestants. The Army, Navy and Air Force Veterans’ band pro¬ 
vided appropriate music and a light buffet luncheon was served. This was a most 
popular affair, and was an opportune time for renewing acquaintances with many old 
friends prior to engaging in actual play at the bonspiel. On Saturday night, February 
14th, a grand variety show and buffet luncheon was tendered to all bonspiel contestants. 
A stage show featuring American artists together with some local talent was very well 
received, and delayed the serving of our luncheon for nearly an hour, thereby giving 
much concern to our caterer. At 'the buffet luncheon the past presidents, executive 
council members and other curling dignitaries properly dressed in chef’s hats and white 
aprons carved turkeys, hams and beef. The week’s curling had sharpened everyone’s 
appetite and emergency calls were sent out for some more food. A thoroughly enjoy¬ 
able evening! 

The following day being Sunday, our annual church service took place at Grace 
United Church at eleven o’clock. It was most gratifying to note such a splendid attend- 
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ance to listen to a most inspiring message in the sermon of the Rev. W. G. Martin, D.D., 
our chaplain. 

On Thursday, February 19th, the president s party was held in the Royal Alexandra 
Hotel. This consisted of a very fine dinner, to which our honorary life members, presi¬ 
dents and secretaries of our city clubs, our trophy donors and other curling notables 
from various clubs affiliated with our association were invited. After dinner the guests 
journeyed to the Amphitheatre to see the finals games. 

The first four days of our bonspiel, Canada Packers Limited tendered luncheons at 
their plant for bonspiel contestants who were not curling at the time, providing in 
addition entertainment and, for those interested, a visit through their plant. 

On Monday, February 16th, we opened the Veterans’ competition to all those who 
have been members of clubs in affiliation with the Manitoba Curling Association and over 
sixty years of age, and for this year any one who played in the Manitoba bonspiel in 
1918 or previous. 

On Wednesday, February 18th, the honorary life members held their usual one day 
bonspiel, terminating with a dinner at the Fort Garry Hotel, at which time prizes were 
presented and new honorary life members introduced to the members of that august body. 

On Tuesday, February 17th, the Manitoba Ladies’ Curling Association opened their 
24th annual bonspiel with a record entry of 127 rinks. 

On December 29th, 30th and 31st, 1947, the high schools’ bonspiel took place, this 
being open to contestants from districts coming under the jurisdiction of our association. 
The entry was an all-time high of 192 rinks, of which 132 rinks were from outside of 
Greater Winnipeg. Four competitions took place, the winners competing in a playdown 
for the right to represent Manitoba in the Canadian high schools’ championships. This 
event, incidentally, was held in Winnipeg during the second week of the Diamond Jubilee 
bonspiel, the winner being the Stan Gowling rink from Morden, Manitoba. 

During the curling season the following clubs were challengers for the O’Grady 
trophy: St. Vital, Maple Leaf, Treherne, Fort Garry, Manitou, Carman, High Bluff, 
Kenton, Shoal Lake, Cypress River, Miami, Neepawa, Roland and Oakville. When the 
season closed the Oakville club was in possession of the trophy, which will remain with this 
club until the first game next season. 

Our affiliated clubs reached an all-time high of 249. During the year the following 
clubs became affiliated: Hilton, Bagot, Pembina, Lowe Farm, Cochenour-Willans, 
Austin, Snow Lake, Oakner, Pine Creek and Edwin. 

The annual golf tournament was held at the Pine Ridge golf course, at which time 
273 golfers teed off and a very enjoyable day was had. 

No organization such as ours can exist without a strong finance committee, and the 
chairman and the members of his committee did an outstanding job. This was, in the 
main, partly due to the kindness and generosity of the donors of prizes, the business 
firms, and individuals and friends who have so generously supported our association and 
thereby made possible the annual bonspiel of which we are all so proud. 

The association, throughout the sixty years of its existence, has received and con¬ 
tinues to receive most generous and magnificent support from the members of our many 
clubs scattered throughout the rural areas, who year after year keep coming to the annual 
bonspiel to meet in keen competition many of our crack and well known rinks, to enjoy 
the companionship of many old and new friends, and spread goodwill and fellowship 
wherever they may go. 

No wonder our association is in the forefront, not only for a fine record of achievement 
in producing curlers of championship calibre but as ambassadors of sportsmanship and 
goodwill. Our past sixty years has spoken for itself, and we feel safe in saying our 
future will be bright and safe if we follow closely the steps of our predecessors. 
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Dear Brother Curlers: 

After nearly thirty years, again 1 have been honored by being 
elected chaplain. Four years in succession 1 preached the bonspiel 
sermon. This will be my last opportunity of addressing you offi¬ 
cially as chaplain. My advancing years and seeing disability 
make it imperative for me to call a halt. I especially invite every 
curler, man or woman, past or present curlers, to this bonspiel 
service to be held in Grace United Church on Sunday evening, 
February 6th, at 7 p.m. Special music is to be provided by the 
leader and organist, Mr. Stanley Osborne. I would especially 
appeal to the lady curlers and the high school curlers to join with 
us at this service. I am anxious to make this, my valedictory 
service, one of the best we have ever held. All that is needed now 
is the interest of all curlers and their friends to make this service 
a success. 

In closing I wish to thank every member of the Association for 
their kindness and friendship for over forty years. When I think 
of those who have passed on, 1 feel my turn to hear the call will 
be long in coming. 

Personally, 1 would like to shake your hand at another bonspiel 
service.

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CONSTITUTION 

MANITOBA CURLING ASSOCIATION 


1. The Association shall be called the “Manitoba Curling Association” and shall 
be affiliated with the Dominion Curling Association and the Royal Caledonian Curling 
Club of Scotland. 

2. The object shall be to promote the game of Curling in the Province of Manitoba, 
adjoining provinces, and the neighboring United States; to unite all curling clubs 
therein into one organization; to hold fraternal intercourse with other neighboring 
Curling Associations; and to maintain connection with the Royal Caledonian Curling 
Club of Scotland through the Dominion Curling Association. 

3. Its membership shall consist of the Honorary Members of the Association and 
regular and honorary members of all curling clubs which may be received into the 
Association and conform to the rules thereof as adopted. 

4. The affairs of the Association shall be managed by a Representative Body com¬ 
posed of one delegate elected by each affiliated club, together with all Past Presidents 
of the Association and retiring members of the Executive Council; which shall have 
power to elect, from among the members of the Association, the office bearers of the 
Association and to appoint Committees for the transaction of business thereof. 

3. An Annual General Meeting of the members of the Association shall be held in 
Winnipeg on the third Wednesday of April in each year to receive the Annual Report 
of the Executive Council, Annual Report of affiliated clubs, fix dates of Annual Bon- 
spiels, and to transact such other business as may be necessary. 

6. At the Annual Meeting, the delegates shall elect for the year ensuing the Honorary 
and Active office bearers of the Association, who shall come into office immediately 
upon their election and continue as such until successors are appointed. The Honorary 
officers shall consist of: Patrons and Honorary President or Presidents. The Active 
officers shall consist of: President, First, Second and Third Vice-Presidents, Chaplain 
and an Executive of fourteen members. The Annual Meeting shall also elect the 
auditors and one delegate and an alternate delegate to the Dominion Curling Associ¬ 
ation. The persons eligible for election as Active officers of the Association or on the 
Executive shall be members in good standing of any club in affiliation with the Manitoba 
Curling Association. 

7. The Executive Council shall consist of the President, First, Second and Third 
Vice-Presidents, Executive of fourteen members. Presidents of Curling Clubs of Greater 
Winnipeg, President of the Past Presidents’ Association, the retiring President of the 
Association and officers and directors of the Dominion Curling Association resident in 
Manitoba during their term of office. 

8. The Executive Council shall appoint a Secretary-Treasurer, who shall, subject 
to the direction of the Executive Council, have the supervision of the proceedings and 
financial affairs of the Association, conduct the correspondence, countersign all cheques, 
collect all dues, and keep a correct account of all receipts and expenditures of the Associ¬ 
ation, keep a record of all meetings of the Association, Executive Council and the 
Committees thereof, and such other duties as may be designated from time to time 
by the Executive Council. The term of engagement of the Secretary-Treasurer and 
all other matters relating thereto shall be in the discretion of the Executive Council. 

9. A Semi-Annual Meeting of the Association shall be held on the third Wednesday 
of November in each year to organize for the curling season, receive the semi-annual 
report of affiliated clubs and Executive Council, and transact such other business as 
may have arisen since the Annual Meeting. Fifteen delegates shall constitute a quorum 
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at meetings of the Association, and seven members af any meeting of the Executive 
Council. 

10. At meetings of the Association only duly accredited delegates will be allowed 
to speak to or present motions. No exception to this rule may be made unless with the 
permission of the Chair. 

1 1. Any regularly affiliated club shall, in addition to selecting one regular delegate 
from its members, elect an alternate delegate from its own or some other club, so that 
such club may have an accredited delegate at all regular meetings of the Association, 
but such delegate, whether regular or alternate, shall not represent more than two (2) 
clubs in affiliation with the Association. An alternate delegate shall have no status 
at any meeting of the Association if a regular delegate is registered with the Credential 
Committee. Where a club delegated a party other than their regular delegate or 
alternate delegate to act on their behalf at meetings of the Association, notice in writing 
shall be given to the Association forty-eight hours before the meeting in question setting 
forth the name of the person to whom they were delegating their powers. 

12. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Association and Executive 
Council. He shall sign the minutes of such meetings (after they have been confirmed), 
official documents, and sign all cheques. He shall have a casting vote in case of a 
tie, as well as a deliberative vote. 

13. In the absence of the President, the First Vice-President shall take the place 
and discharge the duties of the position, and the Second Vice-President shall have the 
same authority in the absence of the President and the First Vice-President, and the 
Third Vice-President shall have the same authority in the absence of the President and 
the First and the Second Vice-Presidents, and should all of them be absent from any 
meeting, it shall be competent for the meeting assembled to elect a chairman, who 
shall have, pro tern, all the rights and powers of the President. 

14. The books and accounts of the Association shall be audited annually and reported 
thereon to the Association at the Annual Meeting. 

13. The standing Committees of the Executive Council shall be as follows: Finance, 
Programme, Ice and Draw, Entertainment, Publicity, Credential, Junior, Nominating 
and any Special Committee deemed essential to the conduct of the business of the 
Association. Five shall constitute a quorum. 

16. The Finance Committee shall have charge of all finances of the Association, 
provide ways and means for revenue for its maintenance, supervise all expenditure and 
approve all accounts before payment. 

17. The Programme Committee shall have charge of the admission of clubs into 
affiliation, and the arranging of district matches and the programme and prize-list for 
the Annual Bonspiel. It shall also have charge of the Annual and all printing of the 
Association. 

18. The Ice and Draw Committee shall have charge of the draws, rinks, rocks and 
identification badges at the Annual Bonspiel. It shall name Umpires for all regular 
and special matches of the Association, and arrange for a special committee on com¬ 
plaints and appeals, in the event of any dispute arising in competitions during the 
Bonspiel or at any other special matches held under the direction of the Association. 

19. The Entertainment Committee shall have charge of meeting all visiting dele¬ 
gates or curlers to the Annual Bonspiel or meetings of the Association, and to make 
provision for hotel or other accommodation, and give them all necessary information 
as to such meeting. It shall also, in the event of a banquet or other entertainment to 
visiting curlers, take full charge of same and arrange any programme for such enter¬ 
tainment. 

20. The Publicity Committee shall have charge of all matters pertaining to the 
general publicity of Bonspiel and Association. 
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21. The Credential Committee shall check over the list of delegates and alternates 
appointed to all meetings and submit their report to the presiding officer of such meet¬ 
ing. Notices of Annual and Semi-Annual meetings shall be sent in writing to all 
affiliated clubs, Past Presidents of the Association, active officers and members of the 
Executive Council, at least three weeks before the date of the meeting. 

22. The Junior Committee shall have charge of all business in connection with the 
Junior, Juvenile and High School Bonspiels and all other competitions in which members 
of the above groups may be eligible to compete. Each year a sub-committee of the 
Junior Committee shall be set up for the purpose of operating the High School Boys’ 
Bonspiel. This sub-committee shall be composed of equal representation from the 
Manitoba Curling Association’s Junior Committee and the Manitoba Physical Educa¬ 
tion Association, and this sub-committee shall function under the chairmanship of the 
Chairman of the Manitoba Curling Association’s Junior Committee. This committee 
shall file each year with the Association an audited statement of its accounts. 

23. The Nominating Committee shall be composed of the Executive Council then 
in office, and the duty of the Nominating Committee shall be to submit to the Annual 
Meeting in each year nominations or recommendations for the offices of President, 
1st Vice-President, 2nd Vice-President and 3rd Vice-President, but the nominations or 
recommendations of such Nominating Committee shall not preclude any regular delegate 
or alternate delegate at the Annual Meeting from the privilege of making additional 
nominations for any or all of the above mentioned offices. 

24. The reports of all committees shall be approved by the Executive Council 
before any action is taken thereunder. 

23. The Executive Council shall recommend to the Association at its Annual Meet¬ 
ing four names whom the meeting may appoint Honorary Life Members in recognition 
of special services to the Association and to the game of curling. In addition, the 
Executive Council may also recommend to the Annual Meeting a sufficient number of 
names to replace those Life Members who have passed on in the immediately preceding 
year. The Executive Council of the Association may appoint not more than two 
Honorary Life Members in any one year, members so appointed by the Executive 
Council shall be from clubs outside the jurisdiction of the Manitoba Curling Association. 

26. The Constitution of the Association shall not be altered or repealed until ap¬ 
proved of by at least two-thirds of the members present at a meeting of the Associ¬ 
ation and unless notice of such alteration or addition shall have been previously given 
at the preceding Annual or Semi-Annual meeting. 

CLUBS 

1. Any curling club shall be eligible to be received into the Association (subject to 
the approval of the Executive Council) which has a membership of not fewer than 
sixteen persons, and which has a constitution and a staff of office bearers, including 
Patron, President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer (which 
offices may be combined in one), executive of five members and one delegate and alter¬ 
nate to represent the club on the Association. The club must operate a building 
properly equipped and maintained for curling. 

2. The fees payable by clubs shall be an entrance fee, annual club fee, and annual 
dues for regular members. 

3. The entrance fee of any new club shall be $5.00, which must accompany the 
application, together with annual club fee and other dues. 

4. The annual dues shall be paid in advance, as follows: A club fee of $2.00 each 
year from each club, and an additional sum of $1.00 for each regular member of clubs 
in Winnipeg and district, and 25 cents for each regular member of other clubs. Mem¬ 
bers can be registered up to the 31 st day of January in each year, and new clubs admitted 
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up to the same time. All regular members of a club shall be duly registered with the 
Association. 

5. No club in arrears shall be entitled to compete in the District Matches or for 
any prize of the Association at the Annual Bonspiel. 

6. If any club shall fall two years in arrears in the payment of annual dues, it shall 
be struck off the roll of the Association and shall not be reinstated except as a new club, 
unless the Association shall decide to the contrary by a two-thirds vote. 

7. No person can be a regular member of more than one affiliated club at one and the 
same time, and a list of such members shall be sent to headquarters with their semi¬ 
annual reports not later than the first of November in each year, but a person may join 
more than one club, although not allowed to play as a regular member of the club in 
district or bonspiel matches. 

8 Should any new members join the club during November, December and January, 
the secretaries must forward to the Secretary at headquarters a list of such members 
not later than the date of the closing of bonspiel entries so as to qualify them to take 
part in the Annual Bonspiel in February. 

9. Persons who from change of residence or other reason find it desirable, may 
withdraw from one club and be received into another during the curling season; but the 
change before coming into effect mustTeceive the assent of both clubs and be approved 
by the Executive Council of the Association. 

10. No such change or any other reason shall make it lawful for any curler to play 
in any one season for or on behalf of more than one club for prizes allocated by the 
Association or given under its auspices. 

11. Clubs shall classify their members as Honorary, Regular and Associate. Each 
club shall pay an annual fee of $2.00, and on each regular member thereof a per capita 
tax of 25 cents (or $1.00 as provided in paragraph 4) per annum. These fees must 
accompany the annual report after the annual meetings of clubs upon the first Wednes¬ 
day of April in each year. Only regular members shall be entitled to take part in 
Association games and be eligible for election as a Delegate to the Association. 


PROCEDURE 

1. At all meetings of the Association, motions or notices of motion shall be in writing 
and be read from the chair before being discussed. 

2. At special meetings no business shall be transacted other than that for which 
the meeting was convened, and which has been clearly set forth in the notice calling 
such meeting. 

3. The same procedure shall be observed at meetings of the Executive Council as 
at regular and special meetings of the Association. 

4. All reports of Committees to either the Council or Association shall be in writing 
and be duly signed by the Chairman. 

5. No member shall speak on any subject more than once, except the mover, who 
shall be entitled to close the debate. 

6. No member shall be allowed to discuss any subject that is not strictly before the 
meeting by a regular motion. 

7. The following shall be the order of business at all regular meetings of the Associ¬ 


ation: 

(1) Reports on credentials of delegates. 

(2) Reading minutes of previous meetings. 

(3) Admission of new clubs. 

(4) Unfinished business. 

(5) Communications. 

(6) Accounts. 


(7) Reports from affiliated clubs. 

(8) Executive Council Report. 

(9) Report of District Umpires. 

(10) Election of office bearers. 

(11) New business. 

(12) Alteration of Constitution. 
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GENERAL RULES 


1. Play will commence each day at 9.00 a.m., 12.45, 4.30, 8.15 p.m., and games will be 
of twelve ends unless arranged otherwise by the Ice Committee. 

2. At starting times, as stated in paragraph 1, umpires shall give starting signal, first 
in waiting rooms, and immediately after on the ice. All rinks to be on the ice upon which 
they are drawn to play at the time at which they are drawn to play. 

3. If competing rinks are not on the ice ready to play when signal is given, and oppon¬ 
ents are ready to play, the umpire shall score against the late rink one point for every 
fifteen (15) minutes or fraction thereof it is late: such penalty points to be marked on 
score cards by umpires and must be considered in the total score of the game. Opponents 
of late rinks must accept points marked on score cards by umpires and on no account 
can these points be waived by mutual consent or otherwise. One end will be considered 
played for every point so scored. 

4. In the event of both competing rinks being unready to play when signal is given, 
the umpire will score one point for each rink and one end will be considered played for 
every fifteen (15) minutes or fraction thereof they are late. 

5. When ten-end games are being played umpires will signal for completion of game 
at two hours and twenty-five minutes after the start of each draw. When twelve-end 
games are being played umpires will signal at two hours and fifty-five minutes after the 
start of each draw and games must finish with the completion of the end being played, 
excepting any game which may be tied at the completion of that end, such tie games to 
proceed until a point is scored to decide the game. A rock must have been thrown by 
a player before an end can be said to be in progress of being played. In the case of a 
double rink event, an end will be considered started for both games when a rock has been 
thrown on one sheet, also an end cannot be considered completed until the same number 
of ends have been played in each game. 

6. When six penalty points in a ten-end game or seven penalty points in a twelve-end 
game have been scored against a rink in default for being late in accordance with the 
foregoing rules, the umpire shall immediately declare the opposing rink the winner of 
that game and shall report accordingly, and the committee shall take that game as 
having been played. 

7. The two skips opposing each other shall settle by lot, or in any other way they may 
agree upon, which player shall lead in the first end actually played. 

8. Two sets of rocks will be placed on each sheet of ice by the Association and num¬ 
bered to correspond with the number of the sheet. One set will be identified with blue 
labels and the other with red labels. Rinks must play with the rocks provided on the 
sheet of ice and the skips can settle by lot or in any other way they may agree upon as 
to the choice of rocks. Under no circumstances will players be allowed to use their own 
rocks; nor can rocks be moved from one sheet to another. 

9. If one player on a rink be not on hand at starting time, three players may proceed 
with the game in accordance with the Rules of the Game, paragraph 22. The player 
coming late may sweep as soon as he comes upon the ice, but cannot play his stone until 
after the completion of an end; with the following exceptions: A skip or third may play 
if he comes upon the ice before the second has delivered more than two stones, a second 
may play if he comes upon the ice before the lead has played more than two stones. 

10. The Manitoba Curling Association will insist that all curlers living within the 
jurisdiction of the Manitoba Curling Association, to enter in the bonspiel, shall be active 
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members of an affiliated club and wherever possible a rink must be composed of members 
of the same club. If members of one club find it impossible to make up a complete rink 
of four men, then it will be permissible to fill the rink with members in good standing from 
some other club affiliated with the Manitoba Curling Association. In all cases the con¬ 
sent of both or all clubs concerned shall be given. The Council of the Manitoba Curling 
Association reserves the light to drop from bonspiel play any rink which is not composed 
fully of members in good standing of an affiliated club or clubs. A member in good 
standing is one who pays the annual dues set by that club for active playing members. 
In the event of a membei of a club located in Greater Winnipeg playing with a rink from 
outside the district of Greater Winnipeg, such member must pay bonspiel entry fee as 
set for Winnipeg and district curlers. 

11. Umpires shall use measuring sticks supplied by the Association to determine 
whether or not a rock is a counter on outer ring. 

12. Rinks entered in any competition must have four active players and go through 
the Open Events with the four named players as entered on official entry form, no sub¬ 
stitute being allowed. All players must be in good standing in their respective clubs 
at least thirty days prior to the Bonspiel. 

13. Rinks must play as entered on the official entry form in all Open Events and 
shall play in each Open Competition in the position fixed by the skip in the playing of 
the first end of any game. No change shall be made once game has started. 

14. In the event of a rink becoming incapacitated through illness or unavoidable 
absence of any player, no substitute player may be entered but the three remaining mem¬ 
bers may continue to play, but no rink will be allowed to continue with less than three 
members. 

15. Unless otherwise provided in the rules governing the competition or as set out in 
Rule 1, twelve ends shall be played in each successive game, and in the event of the score 
being tied when twelve ends have been played an extra end or ends shall be played until 
the winner is decided. 

16. In the event of any disagreement between skips, the umpire shall be asked for a 
decision. In the event of his decision being disputed by either or both of the contestants 
(skips), the matter may be appealed to the Chairman of the Ice Committee and his de¬ 
cision shall be final. 

1 7. The umpire at the close of each game, shall, together with the losing skip, sign 
the score cards. 

18. In the opening round of any bonspiel event rinks will play as drawn regardless 
of the club to which they belong. 

19 All trophies, tankards and cups, shall, unless otherwise provided for, remain the 
property of the Association; but winners of such, who may desire to retain them for any 
stated time, may have them upon giving ample security for their safe return. 

20. For the purpose of Rules, the Henry Birks, City Hydro, Hudson’s Bay, Monarch 
Life, Black & Armstrong, Eaton, McKinney, Imperial Oil, Canada Packers, Winnipeg 
Electric, Ganong and Free Press competitions shall be considered open events. 


21. Photograph of all cup winners will be taken at the rink immediately 
after the final game. This will be done at the cost to the Association. Any¬ 
one wishing copies will have to place their order direct with the photographer 
at their own expense. 


22. Competitions listed in this programme on pages 47 to 72 are men’s competitions 
and shall be open to men only. Competitions on pages 76 to 80 are women’s competitions 
and shall be open to women only. 

23. Where no specific rule is given to apply to competition, then the General Rules of 
the Manitoba Curling Association shall apply. Should any emergency arise during the 
time of the bonspiel, the Ice Committee may change general bonspiel rules. 
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RULES OF THE GAME 


1. The standard length of the rink snail be 46 yards from hack to hack, and shall be 
laid out according to the annexed diagram. 

2. From and in exact alignment with both tees, a line, called the centre line, shall be 
drawn to a point four yards behind each tee; at this point a line shall be drawn at a right 
angle to the centre line, on which the hack shall be cut. The hack shall not exceed six 
inches in length, nor shall the inner edge thereof be more than three inches from the 
centre line, so that all stones shall be delivered with their centre upon the centre line. 

3. No important match shall be commenced if the ice be not in a condition fairly to 
test the curling skill of the competing players. The umpire’s decision regarding the 
condition of the ice shall be final in all cases. 

4. All matches must be the majority of shots won, after playing a certain number of 
heads. In the event of both parties being equal at the conclusion of the match, play 
shall be continued, under the direction of the umpire, by all rinks engaged for another 
head, or for such additional number of heads as may be necessary to decide the match. 

5. Every rink to be composed of four players a side, each using two stones, and 
playing one stone alternately with his opponent, and the rotation of players observed in 
the first head shall not be changed during the match. 

6. The two skips opposing each other shall settle by lot, or in any other way they 
may agree upon, which party shall lead in the first head, after which the winning party 
shall lead. 

7. The skips shall have the exclusive management and direction of the game for their 
respective parties, and may play last or in any part of the game they please, but are not 
entitled to change their places when once fixed. When their turn to play comes, they 
shall each appoint one of their players to act in' their places as skip of the game, and must 
take the position of ordinary players until they have played and returned to the tee- 
head as skips. 

8. Players during the course of each end shall be arranged along the sides, but well off 
the rink, as their skips may direct; and no party except when sweeping, according to rule, 
shall go upon the middle of the rink. Skips alone have to stand within the twelve-foot 
circle; the skip of the party playing to have the choice of place, and must not be ob¬ 
structed by the other in front of the tee; while behind it, the privilege of both, as regards 
sweeping, shall be equal. 

9. Every player must be ready to play when his turn comes, and shall not take more 
than a reasonable time to play; should he play a stone belonging to another player, any 
of the players may stop it while running; but if not stopped till at rest, the stone which 
should have been played shall be put in its place to the satisfaction of the opposing skip. 

10. If a player should play out of turn, the stone so played may be stopped in its 
course and returned to the player; should the mistake not be discovered until the stone 
be at rest, or has struck another stone, the opposing skip shall add one to his score, and 
have the option of allowing the game to proceed, or declaring the end null and void; but 
if another stone has been played before the mistake has been noticed, the end must be 
finished as if it had been played properly from the beginning, and such missed stone 
shall not be played for that end. 

11. If any player engaged or belonging to either of the competing clubs shall taunt 
or otherwise interrupt any other player not of his own party, while preparing to play his 
stone, so as to disconcert him, one shall be added to the score of the party so interrupted 
for each interruption and the play proceed. 

12. If in sweeping, or otherwise, a running stone be marred by any of the party to 
which it belongs, it shall be put off the ice, and the opposing skip shall have option to add 
one to his score, and allow the game to proceed, or to call the end null and void; but if 
marred by any of the adverse party, it shall be placed wherever the skip of the party to 
which it belongs may direct. If marred in course of play after delivery in any other way 
excepting straw from brooms, the player shall replay the stone. Should any played 
stone be replaced by any of the players before the head is reckoned, it shall be placed 
as near as possible to where it lay, to the satisfaction of, or by the skip opposed to the 
party displacing it. If displaced by any neutral party both skips to agree upon the 
position to which it is to be returned, and if they fail to agree, the umpire shall decide. 
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13. The sweeping shall be under the direction and control of the skips. Upon all 
occasions a stone may be swept from the HOG SCORE nearest the point from which the 
stone is delivered, and may be swept by the party to which side it belongs until it comes 
to the SWEEPING SCORE; but all stones when they have passed the sweeping score 
may be swept by EITHER SKIP ONLY. Skips will have the liberty to sweep behind 
the tee at all times, except when a player is receiving directions to play from the skip. 
All sweeping shall be across the rink, and the sweeper must be in front of the stone being 
swept, and at one side thereof; and no sweeping shall either be moved forward, or left in 
front of a running stone or a stone “at rest.” 

14. All stones shall be of circular shape. No stone, including handle, shall be of 
greater weight than forty-seven and one-half pounds, or of greater circumference than 
thirty-six inches, or of less height than one-eighth part of its greatest circumference. 

15. A stone which fails to pass the hog line shall be removed from the ice, unless it 
has been prevented from passing by striking another stone lying in play. 

16. All stones which have passed the back line shall be removed from the ice. 

1 7. Every stone within or resting upon the outer ring shall be entitled to be counted 
in the game and a stone shall not be considered over a line unless it has crossed it and 
entirely cleared it. 

18. No stone or side of a stone shall be changed after a match has begun unless with 
the consent of the opposing skip. Should a stone happen to be broken during the game, 
the largest fragment shall be considered in the game for that end, and the player shall be 
entitled to use another stone or another pair, during the remainder of the game. 

19. Should a played stone roll over or stop on its edge, or top, it shall be put off the 
ice. Should the handle quit the stone in delivery, the player shall be entitled to replay 
the stone if it is stopped before it reaches the hog score at the end of the rink to which 
it is being delivered. 

20. No measuring of shots allowable previous to the termination of the end. Dis¬ 
puted shots to be determined by the vice-skips; or if they disagree, by the umpire; or, if 
there is no umpire, by some neutral person chosen by the skips. All measurements to 
be taken from centre of tee to nearest point of stone, after removing stones interfering. 

21. If any of the competing rinks are not ready to begin play at the hour named for 
a match, one end shall be counted as played for every 15 minutes delay; and the oppos¬ 
ing rink, if ready to play, shall count one point in the game for each such period of time 
it is kept waiting. 

22. No rinks shall be eligible to enter the bonspiel unless in the first game played 
they start with four bona fide active players. If, however, after starting the first 
game in the bonspiel, any member through sickness, or other unforeseen circumstances, 
is unable to play, then the following rule to apply: 

(a) If the skip be absent, then the third man becomes skip, and the second man 
plays his own and the third pair of stones. 

( b ) If the third player be absent, the second man shall play second and third place. 

(c) If the second man be absent, the lead shall play both first and second stones. 

(d) If the lead be absent, the second player shall play his own as well as the lead 
stones. 

(e) No sweeper shall be allowed for the absentee, and no rink shall continue to 
play with less than three men. 

23. After all the stones have been played in each head, the head shall be counted as 
follows: the side having one or more rocks nearer the centre than any of those of the 
opposing side shall count one point for each rock nearer such centre point, that is to say, 
if one skip has three rocks nearer the centre point than the other, and then the other 
skip has one rock the fourth nearest, then the first skip has three more, the first skip 
shall only count three because the fourth rock would destroy the others, and so on. 

24. The game is scored by ends, the side winning the greatest number of shots in the 
head counts one point for each shot, and the game is totalled at the completion of the 
required number of ends, and the side having the greatest number of points wins the 
game. 

25. In connection with competition, where the question is raised as to whether a 
game is played or defaulted, it shall be understood that all games where six ends or 
more have been played the game shall be considered a played game and all games 
called prior to the completion of the sixth end by the Ice Committee shall be declared 
no contest and redrawn, the contestants to start from scratch on new draw.

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HONORARY LIFE MEMBERS 1948 

E. J. “DUSTY” WARREN was born in Virden, Manitoba, in the year 1892. He 
threw his first rock in an open bonspiel in Virden in 1907. During the years 1910 
and 1911 he curled in Sedley, Saskatchewan, and curled in Davidson, Saskatchewan, 
in the years 1913 and 1914. Since 1929 he has curled in Dryden and was president 
of the club in 1940 and 1941. Mr. Warren attended his first Manitoba bonspiel 
in Winnipeg in 1933 and, except one, has attended every bonspiel since. 

WILLIAM A. BANISTER was born in New Castle, New Brunswick, in 1875 and 
came to Winnipeg in the year 1880. He first became interested in curling in Car- 
berry in the year 1897 and attended his first Manitoba bonspiel in Winnipeg in 
1902. In 1904 he played in the Manitoba bonspiel in Winnipeg as a member of the 
W. Hope rink which won the Grand Challenge and Grand Aggregate and also placed 
second in the Brunswick event. Mr. Banister also had good success at other 
bonspiels held in Brandon and Portage la Prairie. He has acted as district umpire 
for thirty years; was president of the Carberry Curling Club for a period of twenty 
years, and has been a leading spirit in the curling game in his district. 

A. OSCAR QUALLY was born near Fargo, N.D., on the 16th day of March, 1885, 
coming to Dacotah, Manitoba, in 1904. In 1935 he helped to organize the Elie 
Curling Club and was a member of that club for three years. In 1938 he helped 
to organize the Dacotah Curling Club and has been president and secretary- 
treasurer, and is an honorary life member of that club. He has also been president 
of the Past Presidents’ Association. He attended his first Manitoba bonspiel in 
Winnipeg in 1938 and has been a regular attendant ever since. Mr. Qually has 
taken in numerous bonspiels throughout Manitoba and the United Sates. 

FRANK H. MANWARING was born in Birtle, Manitoba, on the 3rd day of 
November, 1885, and has been a resident there most of his life. He started curling 
in the Birtle rink in 1902 and attended his first Manitoba bonspiel in Winnipeg in 
1905. He is a past president and honorary life member of the Birtle Curling Club. 
From 1929 to 1932 he was a member of the Granite Curling Club in Winnipeg. 

WINN W. THOMPSON was born near Bethany, Ontario, on the 19th day of 
January, 1885. He came west with his parents to a farm near Miami, Manitoba, 
in 1900. He joined the Miami Curling Club and curled his first game there in 
1907. On his return from active service in 1919, he was located at Darlingford and 
played with that club during the 1919-20 season. Locating at Winnipeg in 1921, 
he became associated with the Grain Exchange Curlers, and when they organized

in 1928-29. He is a past president of the Grain Exchange Curling Club and a past 
president of the Manitoba Curling Association. 

HAROLD W. SCRYMGEOUR was born in St. Helens, England, on the 16th day 
of March, 1885, coming to Manitoba in May, 1905, and has resided in Winnipeg 
since that date. His introduction to curling was during 1911-12, after which he 
became a member of St. John’s Club, Winnipeg, in the 1912-13 season and has been 
an active member of the same club ever since. He was secretary-treasurer of 
St. John’s for thirteen years, 1923-24 to 1925-26, 1931-32 to 1937-38, and again 
from 1943-44 to 1945-46; also was president on two occasions, 1926-27 and 1942-43. 
He was first elected to the Executive Council of the Manitoba Curling Association 
1924-25, and was continuously on the Council to 1943-44, a period of twenty years, 
during which time he occupied the position of president for the 1940-41 season. 

STEPHEN CORNELL TREWHITT was born in Sunderland, England, on the 
16th day of September, 1889, coming to Canada in July, 1907. In the year 1917 
he threw his first rock as a member of the Granite Curling Club in Winnipeg. He 
was secretary of the Granite Curling Club for the 1936-37 and 1937-38 seasons and 
was president of that club in the years 1938-39 and 1939-40 I n the years 1940-41 - 
42-43-44-45-47 he was honorary secretary of the Manitoba Curling Association, 
being president of the association in the season 1946-47. During the second World 
War in the years 1940-45 he was chairman of the Manitoba Curling Association’s 
Red Cross Committee, during which time the association, through its members, 
raised a sum of no less than $139,000.00 for the Canadian Red Cross. In 1946 
he was honored with a life membership in the Dominion Curling Association. 
Mr. Trewhitt took part in his first Manitoba bonspiel in Winnipeg in 1935 as a 
member of Wes Hewitt’s rink and has been an enthusiastic curler and tireless 
worker on behalf of the curling game. 

A. HARRY WELLS was born in King, Ontario, on the 11 th day of November, 1878, 
coming west in 1902. He played his first curling game at Unity, Saskatchewan, 
in 1910, and has curled in bonspiels at Edmonton, Saskatoon and Regina. Moving 
to Winnipeg, he joined the Thistle Curling Club in 1925; was president ot the club 
in 1934 and still is a member. Since 1938 he has been an active member of the 
Manitoba Curling Association, being chairman of the Programme Committee in 
1942 and chairman of the Finance Committee for five years. He is president of 
the Association during the present season 1948-49. Mr. Wells started in the grain 
business in 1904 and has been with the National Grain Company since 1910.
